The inside door
handles are of the “remote control”
type, to Dborrow a term from
radio, and are operated much more
readily. The steering wheel is an
inch larger in diameter, with rim
of corrugated walnut. An ash tray
is provided in the back of the front
seat of the sedan.

A gasoline gauge has been added
to the tank in the rear, and a study
of that angle of the car’ also
shows a new, sturdy and smart-
looking tire carrter.

As a pafeguard against miscar-
riage of plates or certificates it is
further pointed out that every ap-

plicant should carefully inspect his

certificate of registration to ascer-
tain if his correct address appears
thereon. If it does not, correction
should be made before submitting
the same, to insure proper delivery.

In case the certificate of regis-
tration has been lost, applicant
should procure an application for
a duplicate certificate, properly fill
out the same, and submit with the
regular fee plus 50 cents for the
duplicate. Except in cases of trans-
fer of the vehicle, correction in
name, or change in type of car,
certificate of ownership, or pink
certificate, should not be submitted.
